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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1957 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 

Llanelly. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  administration 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1957. 

The  report  has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  Circular 
1/1958  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

Although  the  year  was  a wet  year,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that 
the  infant  mortality  and  death  rates  were  lower  than  those  for  last 
year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the 
Borough. 

Apart  from  Influenza,  there  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of 
infectious  diseases  in  the  area  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  fell  sharply  and  shows  the  con- 
tinuing success  of  the  fight  to  eliminate  this  disease. 

The  cessation  of  building  council  houses  due  to  high  costs  and 
the  industrial  uncertainty  in  the  town  has  accentuated  the  plight 
of  many  families.  Houses  scheduled  for  demolition  are  deteriora- 
ting and  little  or  nothing  can  be  done  to  prevent  this.  In  addition, 
the  general  housing  position  is  such  that  applications  for  permission 
to  repair  or  “ patch  ” houses,  subject  to  Closing  Orders,  for 
temporary  use  are  continually  being  received.  An  estimation  of 
the  cost  of  rendering  such  properties  “ fit  for  human  habitation  ” 
usually  dampens  the  spirit  of  such  applicants. 

The  need  of  “ specialised  ” dwellings  for  the  aged  and  handi- 
capped sections  of  the  community  is  also  a problem  which  has  to  be 
faced. 

The  increasing  volume  and  variety  of  work  of  the  Health 
Department  has  increased  the  work  of  the  Inspectors  and  clerical 
staff.  I would  thank  them  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and 
application  to  duty  at  all  times. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Councillors,  for  their  assistance  during  the  year  and  also  the  Officials 
and  Staff  for  their  ready  co-operation.

395  Live  Births  were  registered  giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of 
12.18  compared  with  12.38  for  1956  and  12.15  for  1955. 

The  Illegitimacy  rate  was  20.25  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared 
with  42.6  for  the  previous  year  and  a rate  of  46  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Still  Births 

9 Still  Births  were  registered  for  1957  compared  with  16  for  1956 
and  11  for  1955. 

There  were  no  Illegitimate  Still  Births  again  this  year. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  5 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1957 
compared  with  8 in  1956  and  10  in  1955.  Of  these  3 were  neonatal 
deaths  compared  with  6 for  1956  and  6 in  1955. 

The  causes  of  death  of  children  under  one  year  during  the  year 
were  as  follows.  Length  of  life  from  birth  is  given  in  brackets  : — 

1 — Congenital  Imperforated  Larynx  (30  mins.). 

1 — Congenital  atelectasis  of  both  lungs  (2  days). 

1 — Prematurity  (3  days). 

1 — Sagittal  Sinus  Thrombosis  (1  month). 

1 — Broncho  Pneumonia  (4  months). 
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The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  as  follows  : — 
12.65  for  1957.  20.05  for  1956.  25.38  for  1955. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  during  the  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  and 
neonatal  mortality  rate  for  the  Borough  are  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
for  the  area  and  are  well  below  the  figures  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole. 

The  following  table  shows  the  decline  in  infant  mortality  and 
still  births  during  the  past  10  years.  The  figures  for  1957  are  an 
encouraging  sign  for  the  County  Health  Authority,  who  began  a 
comprehensive  investigation  into  the  causes  of  such  deaths  during 
the  year.

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  accidents  was  lower  than  the 
corresponding  number  for  previous  years.  In  spite  of  this,  more 
than  half  the  accidental  deaths  were  caused  by  accidents  in  the 
home.  The  Home  Help  Service  although  performing  much  useful 
work  in  the  performance  of  essential  duties  of  the  household  leaves 
much  to  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  other  needs  of  the  aged  and 
chronic  sick.  There  is  considerable  scope  for  voluntary  work  in  this 
sphere. 

Deaths  in  the  Borough  exceeded  births  by  81,  this  has  been  the 
pattern  of  events  for  the  last  nine  years.  In  spite  of  this,  for  the 
first  time  since  1951,  there  was  an  estimated  increase  in  population 
during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  is  again  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales,  whilst  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  higher. 

Cancer 

Cancer  deaths  decreased  from  101  in  1956  to  89  in  1957.  49  of 

these  deaths  were  in  males,  40  in  females. 

There  were  13  male  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus 
as  compared  with  18  for  1956.  There  was  one  female  death  due 
to  lung  cancer. 

Sir  John  A.  Charles,  K.C.B.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  Chief  Medical 
Officer,  Ministry  of  Health,  in  his  Annual  Report  for  1956,  states  : 

Recent  work  on  the  relationship  of  cigarette  smoking  to 
lung  cancer  has  merely  served  to  confirm  earlier  inferences 
that  there  is  an  association  between  the  two  though  its 
precise  nature  has  not  yet  been  determined.  The  discovery 
that  a breaking  away  from  the  addiction  even  after  a lone 
period  of  indulgence  may  reduce  the  risk  of  lung  cancer  has 
presented  the  addict  with  a challenge  to  his  indifference  ” 
It  s never  too  late  to  mend.”

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  striking  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  diphtheria 
from  2,000  per  annum  to  the  present  figure  speaks  for  itself  as  to  the 
value  of  immunisation. 

A case  mortality  of  10.8%  during  1955-57  should  remind  us  of  the 
dangers  of  this  disease.  It  is  only  by  maintaining  a high  percentage 
of  immunisation  in  the  community  can  the  danger  of  an  epidemic 
due  to  diphtheria  be  avoided.  With  the  annual  number  of  births 
approximately  400,  one  would  wish  to  see  a higher  number  of 
immunisations  per  annum  than  the  present  figure. 

It  is  now  the  practice  for  children  to  receive  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  prophylactic  together.  No  separate  figures  areavail- 
ble  for  1957,  but  the  majority  of  children  received  the  combined 
prophylactic.

Smallpox 

No  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  in  the  area  during  the  year. 
Experiences  in  other  parts  of  the  country  emphasise  the  need  for 
vaccination  against  smallpox. 

1,027  children  under  one  year  were  vaccinated  in  Carmarthenshire 
during  the  year.  This  is  estimated  as  43.72%  of  registered  births 
for  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  considerable  room  for 
improvement. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  “ Paralytic  poliomyelitis  of  a mild  degree  ” was 
reported  during  the  year.  This  was  a child  of  three  years  of  age 
who  was  admitted  to  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital.  Exhaustive 
inquiries  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  myself 
but  the  source  of  infection  was  not  located.  The  child  had  not  been 
vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis. 

Vaccination  of  school  children  was  continued  during  the  year,  the 
following  being  the  numbers  for  the  whole  county.

Scarlet  Fever 

Eight  confirmed  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  during  the 
year,  of  these  5 were  female  and  3 male.  Six  cases  occurred  in 
school  children  between  the  ages  of  5-9  years.  These  figures  com- 
pare with  25  cases  for  1956  and  20  for  1955. 

Whooping  Cough 

45  cases  were  notified  (25  female  and  20  males),  as  compared  with 
51  cases  for  1956  and  31  for  1955. 
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Measles 

Nine  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  5 female  and  4 male  as 
against  28  for  1956  and  849  for  1955. 

Dysentery 

A mild  outbreak  of  Dysentery  was  prevalent  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  18  cases  were  reported,  5 male  and  13  female. 
There  were  also  a number  of  notifications  of  “ Enteritis  ” and 
“ Gastro-enteritis  ” cases.  Each  case  was  investigated  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  extra  work  devolved  on  the  Department. 

Posters  were  displayed  throughout  the  town  and  food  handlers 
were  especially  requested  to  take  every  care  in  their  personal 
cleanliness.  I would  thank  the  General  Practitioners,  business 
people  and  the  Press  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  during 
this  period,  it  was  this  combined  action  plus  the  vigilance  of  my 
Inspectorate  that  mitigated  the  effect  of  the  outbreak  which 
reached  serious  proportions  in  some  surrounding  areas. 

Food  Poisoning 

Four  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  Of  these,  two  were 
probably  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

These  were  two  isolated  cases  with  no  possible  connection. 

Negative  faeces  were  obtained  from  the  two  patients  and  all 
contacts.  It  was  impossible  to  identify  the  agent  causing  the 
symptoms  or  the  probable  source  of  infection. 

Typhoid 

One  case  of  Typhoid  (Vi-phage  Type  El)  was  reported  during  the 
year.  It  related  to  an  Italian  married  woman  who  had  been  in  this 
country  eight  months.  Samples  of  various  Italian  foods  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  but  no  clue  as  to  source  of  in- 
fection was  obtained.  Raw  mussels  from  the  Loughor  Estuary 
had  been  consumed  by  the  patient  and  her  husband,  but  no  con- 
clusive evidence  was  obtained  that  this  was  the  cause  of  the  in- 
fection. A large  number  of  contacts,  mostly  Italian,  were  traced 
and  checked.  All  investigations  in  this  group  resulted  in  negative 
findings. 

Influenza 

As  in  the  rest  of  the  county  an  epidemic  of  influenza  Type  “A  ” 
was  prevalent  in  the  area  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  dhe 
number  of  applications  for  sickness  benefit  soared  and  the  local 
Medical  Practitioners  were  inundated  with  calls.  One  death 
occurred  in  the  area  which  could  be  attributed  to  the  epidemic.

The  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  was  below  that  of 
previous  years.  No  non-respiratory  cases  were  reported,  and  only 
22  respiratory  (9  male  and  13  female)  as  against  44  for  the  previous 
year. 

There  were  seven  deaths  attributable  to  Tuberculosis  in  the 
Borough  as  against  none  for  1956. 

The  provisional  death  rate  of  95  per  million  persons  in  1957  was 
12%  lower  than  the  previous  year  and  indicates  that  since  1947  the 
death  rate  for  respiratory  tuberculosis  had  fallen  by  more  than 
79%. 

The  treatment  of  Tuberculous  patients  is  undertaken  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Boards  through  the  Chest  Physicians. 

Enquiries  regarding  the  domiciliary  care  of  tuberculous  patients 
should  be  addressed  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  County  Council  will  assist  in  the  domiciliary  care  of  tuber- 
culous and  other  patients,  by  the  provision  on  loan,  or  otherwise,  of 
beds,  bedding,  sickroom  equipment  and  home-help  assistance.  In 
addition,  sleeping  out  shelters  are  available  for  certain  tuberculous 
patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of 
the  travelling  expenses  of  relatives  visiting  long  stay  patients  in 
Hospitals  and  Sanatoria.  In  practice  it  has  been  found  that  the 
great  majority  of  applications  for  assistance  have  been  by  relatives 
of  tuberculous  patients. 

Assistance  is  granted  for  visits  to  Hospitals  and  Sanatoria  which 
are  not  less  than  40  miles  from  the  residence  of  the  applicant,  and  is 
subject  to  the  following  conditions  : — 

(a)  That  there  is  urgent  reason  for  the  visit  because  of  the 
patient’s  serious  condition,  or  that  the  visit  would  in 
medical  opinion  do  the  patient  good  and  aid  response  to 
treatment. 

(b)  That  because  of  the  length  of  the  journey  the  relatives 
concerned  are  unable  to  afford  it  from  their  own  rescources 
without  substantial  hardship. 

(c)  That  subject  to  (a)  above,  the  assistance  is  restricted  to 
one  relative  every  month  or  two  relatives  every  two 
months,  unless  a senior  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  of 
the  Hospital  certifies  that  more  frequent  visits  are 
essential  on  account  of  the  patient’s  serious  condition. 
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Mass  Radiography 

A fixed  Mass  Radiography  Unit  operates  at  Trinity  Place,  Swansea 
(near  the  Central  Police  Station).  School  children  should  attend 
between  10  a.m.  and  12  noon  on  Mondays.  Other  patients  can 
attend  as  follows  : — 

Mondays — 2 to  4 p.m. 

Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays — 10  a.m.  to  12  noon ; 2 to 
4 p.m.  and  5 to  7 p.m. 

Thursdays  and  Fridays — 10  a.m.  to  12  noon  ; 2 to  4 p.m. 

A Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Bo  ard 
visits  the  area  at  intervals  of  two  or  three  years,  these  are  always 
well  attended  and  provide  an  invaluable  contribution  to  the  health 
of  the  community.  The  last  visit  of  the  Unit  to  this  area  was  in 
1956.  It  is  hoped  to  arrange  a further  visit  by  the  Unit  during 
1958. 

Isolation  Hospitals 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  from  the  Borough  are  sent  either  to 
the  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital,  Tumble,  or  to  Hill  House 
Hospital,  Swansea.

Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  are  sent  to  either  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratories 
situated  at  Carmarthen  and  at  Swansea,  and  I would  like  to  record 
my  appreciation  to  the  Directors,  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P.,  Dip.Bact.,  and  Dr.  W.  Kwantes,  M.B.,  Dip.Bact.,  for 
the  close  co-operation  and  assistance  received  at  all  times,  and 
especially  during  the  Dysentery  and  Influenza  epidemics  and 
during  the  investigations  into  the  Typhoid  case.

Local  Hospitals 

There  are  four  local  hospitals.  The  Llanelly  General  Hospital  of 
164  beds.  The  Bryntirion  Hospital  for  chronic  sick  with  156  beds. 
The  Glasfryn  Maternity  Hospital  of  12  beds  and  the  Pre-con- 
valescent Hospital  at  Cilymaenllwyd  with  43  beds. 
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During  the  year  Bryntirion  Hospital  was  re-equipped  with  modem 
equipment.  Works  of  renovation  and  reconstruction  took  place 
and  new  blocks  completed  increased  the  bed  accommodation  from 
137  to  156. 

Gynaecological  Clinic 

Under  the  arrangements  of  the  County  Council  a Clinic  is  held  at 
the  Nursing  Institute,  Goring  Road,  Llanelly,  twice  monthly  for 
married  women  requiring  advice  on  birth  control  on  medical 
grounds.  Medical  practitioners  requiring  the  attendance  of 
patients  at  the  Clinic  are  required  to  send  full  particulars  under 
confidential  cover,  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  are  now  distributed  under  arrangements  of  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council. 

The  centre  is  open  daily  at  the  Old  Town  Hall. 

Home  Nursing  Equipment 

Sick-room  and  nursing  articles  and  equipment  required  for 
patients  at  home  can  be  obtained  as  follows  : 

(a)  Red  Cross  Society,  Lucania  Buildings  : 

6.30  p.m. — 7.30  p.m.  each  evening. 

(b)  From  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Equipment  provided  under  these  arrangements  include  air  beds, 
air  rings,  bed  cradles,  bed  pans,  back  rests,  cratches,  urinals,  water- 
proof sheets,  etc.  Patients  are  charged  according  to  the  family 
circumstances  and  the  cost  of  the  article. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organized  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council.  The  area  organizer  is  available  for  interviews, 
etc.,  at  Llanelly  House,  Bridge  Street,  on  Monday  and  Wednesday 
afternoons  between  2 and  4 p.m. 

Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in  maternity 
cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  undertake  the 
domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or 
need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance,  domestic  help  on  a more 
limited  scale  can  be  arranged,  when  needed,  through  the  National 
Assistance  Board. 

The  Health  Department  collaborate  closely  with  the  officials 
responsible  for  the  services  enumerated  above. 
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Mental  Health  Service 

The  Officer  duly  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under  the 
Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  for  the  provision  and  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  mental  illness  is 
Mr.  D.  A.  John,  61,  Llandafen  Road,  Pemberton,  Llanelly. 

Mental  Defectives 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
ascertainment,  supervision  and  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives. 

Supervisory  home  visits  are  made  by  a Social  Worker  and  a Home 
Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  home  teaching  of  mental  defectives. 

The  opening  of  an  Occupation  Centre  at  Llanelly  has  relieved  the 
parents  of  a heavy  burden  and  has  opened  wider  fields  of  experience 
to  a group  of  the  community  whose  life  is  very  restricted. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service 

There  is  a small  Blood  Bank  at  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital  and 
the  services  of  a Pathologist  with  three  trained  Technicians  are 
available. 

Blood  Grouping  and  Cross  Matching  are  part  of  the  normal 
Laboratory  routine  and  a twenty-four  hour  service  is  maintained 
for  emergencies. 

The  Blood  Transfusion  Unit  visited  the  area  periodically  during 
the  year  and  247  donations  of  blood  were  received  in  the  Llanelly 
Town  sessions  as  compared  with  203  for  the  previous  year. 

Although  this  year’s  figures  show  an  improvement  on  previous 
years,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  only  one  in  130  of  the  population 
were  prepared  to  give  a little  time  to  make  a contribution  to  this 
vital  service. 

National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children 

Close  collaboration  is  maintained  with  the  Local  Inspector  of  the 
above  Society  and  mutual  action  to  mitigate  distress  is  taken  in 
many  instances. 

The  Local  Inspector  (Inspector  T.  Lewis)  resides  at  67,  Felinfoel 
Road,  Llanelly  (Telephone  No.  2047). 

National  Assistance  Act,  Section  47 

This  section  provides  for  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  formal  action  under  this  section 
has  been  necessary  for  a number  of  years,  persuasive  action,  having 
been  sufficient  to  achieve  the  desired  ends.  The  availability  of  the 
powers  does  aid  persuasion  in  certain  cases. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 
Water  Supply 

The  Corporation  Waterworks  undertakings  consist  of  : — 

(a)  The  Cwmlliedi  Reservoir  constructed  in  1878,  having  a 
capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(b)  The  Upper  Lliedi  Reservoir  constructed  in  1904,  having 
a capacity  of  200  million  gallons. 

(c)  The  river  intake  on  the  Gwendraeth  Fach  which  affords 
a supply  of  3 million  gallons  per  day. 

(d)  An  intake  of  the  River  Towy  designed  to  abstract  6.1 
million  gallons  per  day  of  which  one  million  gallons  per 
day  is  reserved  for  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District 
Council,  half  a million  gallons  per  day  for  the  Llandeilo 
Rural  District  Council  and  600,000  gallons  per  day  for  the 
Llanelly  Rural  District  Council. 

(e)  There  are  two  systems  of  mains  supplying  the  Borough 
limits  : (i)  a domestic  main  which  delivers  water  treated 
by  Slow  Sand  Filters  and  Chloramine,  and  (ii)  trade 
water  mains  which  deliver  (chlorinated)  water  only  for 
industrial  purposes. 

The  expansion  of  the  Corporation’s  water  undertaking  over  the 
past  100  years  has  been  a vital  factor  in  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  town  which  has  an  area  of  2,069  acres.  The  Corporation 
are  also  the  water  authority  for  some  2,492  acres  in  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  and  in  all  serve  a population  of  approximately 
46,196. 

The  total  resources  available  are  about  12  million  gallons  daily, 
leaving  a margin  of  four  million  gallons  of  water  for  new  in 
dustries.  In  addition,  under  their  1920  Water  Act,  the  Corporation 
possess  Parliamentary  Powers  to  abstract  all  the  water  from  the 
Gwendraeth  Fach  watershed,  which  when  developed,  can  give 
additional  storage  of  600  million  gallons. 

During  1957  the  quantity  of  water  pumped  into  the  reservoir  was 

829.097.000  gallons,  204,010,000  gallons  less  than  in  1956. 

440.511.000  gallons  were  pumped  in  120  pumping  days  from  the 
Gwendraeth  Fach  River  and  388,586,000  gallons  in  1 17  pumping 
days  from  the  River  Towy. 

Water  Distribution  in  Corporation  Water  Limits 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  filtered  water  for  domestic 
purposes  during  the  year  was  2,469,910  gallons  and  for  trade 
purposes  4,387,734  gallons. 
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The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  for  domestic  purposes 
was  53.47  gallons,  this  compares  with  53.9  gallons  for  1956  and 
52.1  gallons  for  1955. 

The  total  number  of  houses — Borough  and  Rural — supplied  with 
water  was  13,578  for  an  estimated  population  of  46,196. 

Rainfall 

The  total  rainfall  for  1957  was  51.91  inches  as  against  43.25  for 
1956  and  45.40  inches  for  1955.  The  average  fall  per  year  for  the 
past  75  years  has  been  50.97. 

Rain  fell  on  197  days  and  the  maximum  fall  in  24  hours  occurred 
on  24th  September  when  1.80  inches  were  recorded  between  9 a.m. 
on  24th  September  and  9 a.m.  on  25th  September. 

Safeguarding  the  Water  Supply 

All  the  men  employed  by  the  Town  Council  in  their  water  under" 
taking  are  medically  examined  and  have  serological  tests  before 
being  employed. 

Water  Analysis 

The  water  for  domestic  supply  is  subjected  to  slow  sand  filtration 
and  chloramine  treatment.  Monthly  chemical  and  weekly 
bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  show  that  the  final  treatment 
is  satisfactory. 

Industrial  Supply 

Although  chlorination  reduces  the  bacteriological  counts  in  this 
supply,  it  can  not  be  considered  safe  for  either  drinking  or  domestic 
uses.  It  is,  however,  a reasonably  good  quality  industrial  water 
supply. 

The  samples  taken  on  18th  December,  1957,  for  examination  by 
Messrs.  HubertJ.  Evans  & Partners,  Public  Analysts,  Carmarthen,

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Disposal  of  Sewage 

The  new  sewage  ejector  station  to  serve  part  of  the  Machynis  area 
was  completed  early  in  the  year.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  one 
situated  at  the  rear  of  Lower  Trostre  Road  which  serves  that  area. 

A good  deal  of  Parliamentary  interest  was  shown  during  1957  in 
the  discharge  of  crude  or  partially  treated  sewage  into  coastal  water. 
Concern  was  expressed,  in  particular,  that  it  might  be  responsible 
for  the  spread  of  disease,  especially  poliomyelitis,  among  bathers. 
The  possible  health  hazards  of  sea  bathing  is  still  under  investigation 
by  a committee  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service.  The 
results  of  the  crude  discharge  of  sewage  and  industrial  wastes 
polluting  the  beaches  and  foreshore  also  presents  aesthetic  problems. 
The  Town  Council  has  agreed  to  employ  a consultant  to  examine 
and  advise  on  their  problems  of  sewage  and  waste  disposal. 
Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  taken  from  the 
North  Dock  and  its  immediate  vicinity  discloses  the  presence  of 
large  numbers  of  Coliform  organisms,  most  of  which  were  of  faecal 
origin.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Regular  supervisory  visits  were  made  to  the  town’s  refuse  tip. 
The  condition  and  siting  of  the  present  refuse  tip  has  been  the 
subject  of  numerous  complaints  from  householders  throughout  the 
years,  culminating  early  in  the  year  in  a petition  from  the  48 
residents  of  Llandafen  Road.  A special  report  was  prepared  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  Borough  Surveyor  visits  were  made  to 
neighbouring  local  authorities.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a bull- 
dozer was  purchased  at  a cost  of  £3,000  and  controlled  tipping  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Health  was 
instituted  at  the  tip.  This  has  led  to  considerable  improvement  of 
the  conditions  at  the  tip.  Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  site  by 
the  Rodent  Operator  and  treatment  for  rat  infestation  is  carried 
out  periodically. 

It  is  suggested  that  effectively  controlled  tipping  could  be  used  in 
selected  areas  of  the  Borough,  to  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  in  the  period  1st  April,  1957  to 
31st  March,  1958  was  13,049  tons  (estimated)  compared  with 
13,405  tons  the  previous  year. 
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Litter  Baskets 

Litter  baskets  are  distributed  in  various  parts  of  the  town,  but 
too  much  litter  is  still  being  thrown  in  the  streets  and  not  deposited 
in  the  receptacles  provided. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  River  Lliedi  passes  through  the  town  and  is  occasionally 
polluted  by  the  throwing  of  rubbish  into  the  bed  of  the  river.  This 
was  guarded  against  as  much  as  possible. 

HOUSING 

A woman  housing  investigator,  Mrs.  O.  Morris,  S.R.N.,  visits 
all  houses  owned  by  the  Corporation.  Where  conditions  are  un- 
satisfactory, the  cases  are  investigated  by  members  of  the  Health 
Department.  In  the  allocation  of  Council  houses,  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  schedule  overcrowded  houses,  and,  when 
appropriate,  make  specific  recommendations,  especially  in  cases  of 
tuberculosis.

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It  is  difficult  to  see  how  these  figures  can  be  appreciably  decreased 
unless  building  on  a fairly  large  scale  is  undertaken  in  the  im- 
mediate future. 

There  are  many  cases  of  graded  Tuberculous  cases  waiting  for 
rehousing  many  of  whom  are  living  under  overcrowded  or  un- 
satisfactory living  conditions. 

Families  and  others  living  in  shared  houses,  but  who  do  not  come 
under  the  schedule  of  overcrowding  have  yet  to  be  considered,  so 
also  have  various  categories  of  people  in  illhealth.  During  the  year  I 
submitted  a special  report  on  the  rehousing  of  the  aged  to  the 
Council ; owing  to  a previous  council  resolution  no  action  was 
taken  on  this  report. 

During  the  year  the  Town  Council  decided  to  defer  all  housing 
schemes  for  a period  of  12  months,  this  decision  was  taken  having 
regard  to  the  current  high  rates  of  interest,  and  the  uncertain 
industrial  future  of  the  town. 

The  only  exception  to  this  deferment  were  ten  houses  already 
under  construction. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Slum  Clearance  schemes  were  brought 
to  a standstill  and  consideration  of  individual  unfit  houses  recom- 
mended for  demolition  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  were 
deferred  for  six  months. 

Inspections,  etc. 

Details  of  inspections  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Slum  Clearance 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  the  unfit  houses 
scheduled  in  my  report  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  in  1955,  but  with  the  passing  of  time,  and  the  rapid 
deterioration  of  the  older  type  property  in  the  area,  more  houses 
have  been  added  per  my  supplementary  fists  than  have  been 
removed  from  the  original  fist. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses 

The  Housing  Act,  1957,  came  into  force  on  1st  September  and 
embodied  under  one  Act  that  which  was  previously  to  be  found 
piecemeal  in  various  Acts. 

During  the  year  15  Demolition  Orders  and  5 Closing  Orders  were 
made  by  the  Council. 

Improvements  Scheme 

Under  Section  15  of  the  Housing  Act,  1947,  the  Town  Council 
carried  out  an  Improvement  Scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  13 
of  its  properties  in  New  Street. 
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Under  Section  20  of  this  Act,  56  applications  for  improvement 
grants  were  granted  by  the  Town  Council  during  the  financial  year 
ending  31st  March,  1958,  amounting  to  £14,510. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  are  visited 
regularly  and  particulars  of  condemnations  are  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Mr  K.  J.  Mackay,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  for  the 
Borough,  assisted  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  are  responsible 
for  the  inspection  and  condemnation  of  animals  and  carcases  in  the 
public  slaughterhouse. 

Details  of  the  numbers  inspected  and  the  condemnations  are 
shown  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933— Four  licences  were  granted  by 
the  Town  Council  during  the  year. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  is  the  principal  Act  for  con- 
trolling the  composition,  labelling,  fitness  and  hygienic  handling 
of  food.  The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  is  the  principal 
instrument  for  enforcing  good  food  hygiene  practices. 

The  new  regulations  are  centred  on  three  aspects  of  food  hygiene  : 

1.  The  structural  condition  of  food  premises,  stalls,  vehicles, 
etc. 

2.  The  construction  and  cleanliness  of  articles  and  equip- 
ment with  which  food  may  come  into  contact. 

3.  Clean  practices  by  food  handlers  themselves  while  they 
are  preparing  or  handling  food. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors  regularly  inspect  all  food  premises  and  have  received,  and 
are  recevieng  the  close  co-operation  of  the  trades  people  [of  [the 
town  in  their  willingness  to  put  into  effect  any  improvements 
required  to  conform  with  this  new  and  vital  legislation.

Sampling 

Twenty-two  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  to  ascertain 
whether  the  standard  was  maintained.  All  complied  with  the 
Methylene  Blue  test. 

The  twenty-two  samples  were  also  examined  by  the  Phosphatase 
test  and  all  complied  with  the  standard. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1955 

Under  this  Order,  which  became  operative  on  the  21st  March, 
1955,  Llanelly  Borough  was  scheduled  as  a Specified  Area  where  it 
will  be  illegal  to  sell  for  human  consumption  any  milk  which  is  not 
specially  designated  milk  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-1953,  or 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised)  Milk 
Regulations,  1949-1953.

During  the  year  forty-one  samples  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories,  for  examination  by  the  Methylene  Blue  tests  with  the 
following  results  : 

37  samples  were  pronounced  “ Satisfactory  ” whilst  four  samples 
were  stated  to  be  “ Unsatisfactory.” 

All  the  ice  cream  vendors  are  supplied  with  the  results  of  the 
examination  of  samples  from  them  and  copies  of  the  results  are  sent 
to  manufacturers  in  cases  where  samples  are  taken  from  retailers 
only. 

It  is  the  practice  for  a Public  Health  Inspector  to  follow  up 
unsatisfactory  samples  and  take  subsequent  samples  to  ensure  that 
the  standard  is  improved. 
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The  considerable  improvement  in  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of  ice 
cream  during  the  past  few  years  is  due  to  the  attention  given  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  to  this  commodity.

Marketing  Corporation  ceased  and  a new  contract  was  entered  into 
with  Messrs.  A.  Thomas  and  W.  Harries. 

A new  De-hairing  Machine  was  purchased  to  replace  the  existing 
scalding  vats  which  were  in  urgent  need  of  repair. 

Markets — Modernisation 

The  scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  the  butcher  shops  in  the 
Market  Pavilion  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  Borough  Architect,  Mr.  J.  E.  Thomas,  F.I.A.S.,  L.R.I.B.A., 
submitted  his  plans  for  the  second  stage  covering  the  modernisation 
of  a further  thirteen  stalls,  embracing  butchers’  stalls,  Welsh 
produce  stalls,  a greengrocer  stall  and  a cafe  under  the  covered  way 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  £16,000.  This  work  will  be  commenced  in 
1958. 

This  is  positive  indication  of  the  willingness  of  the  Town  Council 
to  implement  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  should  act  as  a 
pattern  and  incentive  to  all  other  food  shops  in  the  area.

Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Town  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for 
Clean  Air. 

Various  factories  were  visited  during  the  year  following  com- 
plaints of  atmospheric  pollution  and  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of 
the  managements,  efforts  were  made  to  minimise  such  pollution. 

During  the  year  special  attention  was  paid  to  the  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere  by  motor  vehicle  exhausts.  My  department  collabor- 
ated with  the  Police  in  this  matter  and  all  transport  companies 
approached,  expressed  their  willingness  to  co-operate  in  the 
minimising  or  abolishing  of  the  nuisance  complaints. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  regarding  gipsy  encamp- 
ments during  the  year  and  many  visits  had  to  be  made  by  the  staff 
to  encourage  these  “ nomadic  ” people  to  keep  moving. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  had  on  one  occasion,  to  take 
positive  action,  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Police,  forcibly 
remove  some  caravaners  off  one  parcel  of  land. 

Most  of  the  “ gipsies  ” in  the  area  are  permanent  residents  in  and 
around  Llanelly.  They  will  continue  to  present  problems  to  the 
Local  Authorities  of  the  area  until  a satisfactory  solution  to  the 
siting  of  their  caravans  or  the  housing  of  their  families  is  found. 
Most  of  these  families  are  engaged  in  scrap  and  rag  collection. 
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Offensive  Trades 

During  the  year  an  application  was  received  under  section  107 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  renewal  of  the  Consent  to  the 
continuation  of  the  establishment  of  an  offensive  trade  of  rag  and 
bone  dealers  in  premises  in  Embankment  Road. 

This  was  acceded  to  conditionally. 

The  Town  Council  during  the  year  also  renewed  its  consent  to  the 
establishment  of  the  trade  of  Gutscraper. 

Public  Health  Acts,  Amendment  Act,  1907 

Under  Section  86  of  the  above  mentioned  Act,  thirteen  Dealers  in 
Old  Metals  are  registered  by  the  Borough  Council. 

Swimming  Pool 

No  progress  has  been  made  with  the  provision  of  a swimming 
pool  in  the  Borough.

The  paddling  pool  at  Parc  Howard  was  again  a great  attraction 
for  the  children  during  the  hot  weather. 

United  Nations  Scholars 

A number  of  scholars  from  overseas  visited  the  town  and  district 
under  the  auspices  of  the  United  Nations,  to  study  the  life  and 
social  welfare  of  the  country. 

A letter  of  appreciation  was  received  from  the  University 
Organiser  for  the  co-operation  given  by  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

Health  Education 

^ During  the  year  a poster  campaign  was  carried  out  in  the  district. 
Various  posters  dealing  with  Food  Hygiene,  Accidents  in  the  Home, 
Health  Matters,  etc.,  were  distributed  in  bus  shelters  and  on  public 
buildings.  Whilst  the  actual  results  of  such  a campaign  cannot  be 
measured,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  information  given  has  alleviated 
and  minimised  some  of  the  suffering  which  is  brought  about  by 
ignorance  and  neglect  of  these  matters. 

Motor  Vehicle 

,r  during  the  year  a light  van  was  purchased  for  the  Department. 
This  has  proved  of  immense  value  especially  during  the  Dysentery 
and  Influenza  epidemic.

During  the  year  1,570  complaints  were  received  by  the  Depart- 
ment as  compared  with  1,438  for  the  previous  year.  The  com- 
plaints related  to  various  nuisances  ; insanitary  and  overcrowded 
conditions  in  dwelling  houses  ; unsatisfactory  hygienic  conditions  in 
factories  and  other  premises ; rodent  and  insect  infestations ; 
unsound  food  ; accumulations  of  refuse  ; atmospheric  pollution  ; 
moveable  dwellings  ; water  supplies,  etc.  Each  complaint  was 
thoroughly  investigated  and  dealt  with.

A great  measure  of  success  in  securing  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  notices  has  been  due  to  personal  contact  with 
owners  or  agents  of  properties,  whenever  possible.
